PRESIDENT’S  PAGE

It's  summer  again  and,  in  Colorado  at  least,  the  weather  has  finally  become 
enjoyable  after  an  inconsistent  winter  and  spring.  Guess  I  was  spoiled  by  how 
gorgeous  these  seasons  were  last  year.  After  that,  this  year  just  didn’t  meet 
up  to  my  expectations. 

A  similar  situation  has  existed  concerning  the  membership  and  the  club.  There 
were  no  dues  last  year  for  renewing  members,  but  new  members  did  pay  and  may 
rightfully  feel  that  they  didn’t  get  their  money's  worth.  As  such,  there  will 
again  be  no  renewal  dues  for  1987  unless  you  wish  to  make  a  donation  to  the 
club.  I  think  you  will  find  that  the  basic  services  will  be  regular  and  on 
schedule  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  Duane  Spellman  has  taken  over  the  operation  of  the 
SILVER  BUGLE.  The  prime  blame  for  the  "non-operation’’  of  the  club  during  the 
first  four  months  of  the  year  has  to  rest  on  my  shoulders.  I  have  been  going 
through  a  divorce  proceeding  and  after  the  layoffs  at  the  ANA,  had  to  take  on 
additional  duties  and  responsibilities  in  my  job.  While  I  regret  not  being  able 
to  put  out  the  BUGLE,  these  demands  on  my  time  had  to  be  prioritized.  When  I 
mentioned  to  Duane  that  this  situation  won't  ease  up  in  the  near  future,  he 
graciously  agreed  to  pick  up  the  reins  in  guiding  the  SILVER  BUGLE.  Duane  has 
lined  up  some  writers  to  provide  articles  and  brings  with  him  the  expertise  and 
layout  concepts  that  made  the  old  LIMITED  EDITION  so  popular  with  art  bar 
collectors  in  the  late  70' s.  I  hope  you  will  add  your  support  with  letters, 
opinions,  classified  ads  or  whatever. 

This  is  a  reminder  that  our  club  has  a  democratically  elected  leadership  and  is 
dependent  upon  the  volunteer  efforts  of  its  members.  The  club  is  financially 
sound,  but  the  money  will  lie  fallow  in  the  treasury  unless  enough  members  can 
provide  the  time  to  put  it  to  good  use  through  developing  ideas  and  programs.

With  all  these 
positive  signs,  it  *  seem  that  this  is  an  excellent  tine  for  the  IASAC  to 
get  back  on  track  w.  The  questions  you  need  to  answer  are  what  would  you 

like  the  club  to  c  lat  support,  big  or  small,  can  you  provide  to  facilitate 

those  aims.

Lesher  House

A  few  years  ago  the  American  Numismatic  Associa¬ 
tion  acquired  by  donation  a  rather  ramshackle,  unpre¬ 
possessing  house  located  on  the  main  street  of  Victor.

The  ANA  has  since  restored  the  Lesher  House  To 
raise  money  for  the  project,  the  ANA  authonzed  the 
production  and  striking  of  an  octagonal  silver  medal 
containing  one  troy  ounce  of  .925  sterling  silver— a 
modern  version  of  the  old-time  Lesher  referendum 
dollar.  Like  its  forerunner,  the  new  piece  was  struck  in 
Denver  by  a  firm  related  to  the  original  minting  com¬ 
pany.  The  obverse  of  the  new  dollar  is  a  reproduction 
of  the  original,  while  the  reverse  attests  to  its  fund  rais¬ 
ing  purposes.
